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RULES FOR THE ADMISSION OF WORKS OF ART 


TO THE 



Adopted by the Board of Trustees, March 8, 1878. 


1. Pictures offered for exhibition, properly framed and in suitable condition, shall 
be placed in the Trustees’ room for inspection by the Committee on Works of Art, 
and, if approved, shall be assigned a place by the Curator, who shall have them 
hung under the direction of the same committee. 

2. No Works of Art admitted to the Gallery shall be removed in less than 
thirty (30) days after being deposited, or remain longer than four (4) months, except 
by the consent of the Committee on Works of Art. 

3. At the expiration of the time stipulated for the exhibition of any Work of Art, 
the owner, or his representative, shall be requested by the Curator to remove the 
same; and if he fail to comply with this request, it shall be the duty of the Curator 
to have the said work, properly protected, stored in some suitable place, the entire 
cost of which shall be charged to the owner, and for the payment of which charges 
the work shall be retained as security, and if the property so stored be not redeemed 
in a reasonable time by the reimbursement of the entire expenses of removal and 
storage, then it shall be lawful for the Trustees to sell such works at public sale, 
after reasonable public notice, for cash, and hold the residue, after the payment of the 
expenses and storage aforesaid, subject to the order of the owner, or his representative. 

4. The Gallery shall be at no expense for Works of Art on exhibition or stored 
away, or responsible for any damage by fire, or otherwise, ordinary care having been 
taken of them. 

5. These rules shall be subscribed by all persons whose works shall be hereafter 
admitted, and the same shall thereupon become a contract between them and the 
Trustees, legally binding on both, and also binding on the heirs, executors, adminis¬ 
trators, and assigns of the depositor or owner of the work put on exhibition. 

6. No deviation shall be made herefrom without the consent of the Board of Trustees.

We have, at great expense, adopted and will put in operation the ist of May, proximo, the 
latest improved switch-boards and other apparatus, the operation of which necessitates the use of 
numbers instead of names when calling for a connection through the Central Office. Catalogues will 
be supplied, containing an alphabetical list of subscribers, with the numbers they are known by, set 
opposite their names. 

It has been proven conclusively that by the use of numbers the service can be made much more 
rapid and efficient. It is the desire of the management to give Washington the best Telephone service 
possible, and in our judgment, with subscribers’ co-operation, to the extent of answering promptly 
when called, asking for numbers instead of names, and ringing bell when through talking, this can be 
accomplished. The method of calling for a connection will be : Give bell one ring, remove telephone 
and listen. The Operator will reply by saying, 44 What number, please?” Subscribers should then 
give the number desired first, their own number last. (For example, 248 for 733.) After hanging 
Telephone on hook when through conversation, give your bell one ring. This is very importa?it . 

We desire to respectfully impress upon subscribers that a connection cannot be made if the name 
only is given. The number must in every case be given, as Operators have no list of names of sub¬ 
scribers.
